Frauds Ar» Punished. 

Tho vigor with which the administra- 
tion has Konc after those who have 
attempted frauds on the customs rev- 
enue Is illustrated bv the fact that 
more than $5.CIOO.(X)0 has been collect- 
ed In fines agaln.st dishonest Importers 
end attempted smugglers. JaU sen- 
tences In numerous Instances have been 
added to the fines. Tbe result has been 
the creation of a wholesome rfspsct for 
tbe law on tbe part of Importen and 
Anerleaaa who travel In foreign lands. 
The entin machinery for the collection 
ef easterns baa bssn oTerbanled, with 
the result tbat Tshutloas are made 
mere acenmtaly, and amay eboaneto 
tM ftaads hare baaa stopped. One of 
the spsdal aids la tbto conaectlon has 
been the spsetal agents' serrlee. which 
the secrtUry has token pstoonally la 
hand. 

The other collectlod agency, the in- 
ternal revenue service, has bees 
brought to n high deirrce of efficiency.
